3 (original). The system of claim 1, wherein the client comprises a talking browser configured to 
convert Hypertext Markup Language (HTML) information to audio information. 

4 (original). The system of claim 1, wherein determining that the information provided by the 
server is unsuitable includes determining that the request was initiated by a talking browser by 
comparing a user agent field of the request against a list of talking browser user agent fields. 

5 (original). The system of claim 1, further comprising a proxy server intermediate between the 
server, wherein the proxy server determines that the requested information is unsuitable for 
presentation to the client. 

6 (original). The system of claim 1, wherein ihe client data processing device communicates with 
the network via a wireless link. 

7 (original). The system of claim 6, wherein the client data processing device is located' on a 



vehicle.

9 (original). The system of claim 1, wherein storing the mformation for later access comprises 
emailing the retrieved information to the user. 

10 (currently amended). A method of information transfer in a data processing network, 
comprising: 

initiating a client request for information from a server on the network, wherein the client 
is suitable for presenting information to a user as audio information; 

responsive to the request, retrieving the requested information from the server, wherein 
the requested information includes information not suitable for presentation as audio 
information; 

determining that the retrieved information includes information not suitable for audio 
presentation and, responsive thereto, [tnltlng on nrti u u selected from tho gr o Hg 
consisting of uterine the requested informat i on for sub s cqnent r e trieval,] presenting 
a visually enhanced version of the requested information to the usei fe r Wid presenting t n ft 
portion s of the information s u i table for audio presentation to the user] . 

11 (original) The method of claim 10, wherein determining that information requested by the 
client is unsuitable for presentation by the client includes detennining that the request was 
initiated by a talking browser. 

12 (original). The method of claim 11. wherein detennining when requested mformation is 
unsuitable further comprises detennining that the requested information includes mformation 
unsuitable for audio presentation. 

13 (original). The method of claim 12, wherein determining that the request was initiated by a 
talking browser comprises comparing a user agent field of the request against a list of known 
talking browser user agent fields.

17 (original). The method of claim 10, further comprising requesting the user whether the user 
wishes to store the requested information. 

18 (currently amended). A computer program product residing on a computer useable medium 
for transferring information from a server to a client on a data processing network, comprising: 
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computer cede means for determining when at least a portion of information requested by 
the client is unsuitable for presentation by the client; and 

computer code means, responsive to determining that the requested information includes 
[unsuitable] information mutable for audio presentation, for taking an action selected 
from the group consisting of storing the requested information for subsequent retrieval by 
the {we** user and providing a visually enhanced version of the requested information 
to the user k and providing o uttabl r p o rtions of tho requested inform n tion to the iisor 
vi a the client] . 

19 (original). The computer program product of claim 18. wherein the code means for 
determining that information requested by the client is unsuitable for presentation by the client 
includes code means for detennining that the request was initiated by a talkmg browser.

21 (original). The computer program product of claim 20, wherein the code means includes code 
for determining that the request was initiated by a talking browser comprises means for 
comparing a user agent field of the request against a list of known talkmg browser user agent 
fields. 

22 (currently amended). The computer program product of claim 18, wherein the code means for 
storing the requested infonnation comprises code means for dynamlcalls generating a U£k 
indicative of 9 storage location of the reques t ed information ( l ink Indicate the location n f 
tho stored Informat i on] and code means for forwarding the link to the user. 

23 (original). The computer program product of claim 22. wherein the code means for forwarding 
the link to the user comprises code means for sending the link to the user as an email message. 

24 (original). The computer program product of claim 18, wherein the code means for storing the 
information includes code means for forwarding the requested information to the user as an email 
message. 

25 (original). The computer program product of claim 18, further comprising code means for 
requesting the user whether the user wishes to store the requested information. 
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
